During the Coffee County 
Commission meeting held 
“Monday, March 27, county 
engineer Marty Lentz pro- 
vided commissioners with a 
summary of the resurfacing 
projects slated for 2023. 

Thanks in part to extra 
resurfacing funds the coun- 
ty has been awarded for this 
fiscal year, Lentz said there 
would be more resurfacing 
completed than normal. He 
said there are 10 roads slat- 
ed for resurfacing covering 
28.76 miles of county roads. 

“Tt is going to be a busy 
resurfacing summer,” Lentz 
said. 

The estimated cost for 
these resurfacing projects is 
$5,235,225 or $184,283 per 
mile to resurface a two-lane 
county road. Lentz said the 
cost of roadway work has 
really escalated.

Governor Kay Ivey 
announced recently that 
Alabama’s preliminary, sea- 
sonally adjusted February 
unemployment rate is 2.5%, 
tying the all-time record 
low, down from January 
2023’s rate of 2.6%, and 
below February 2022’s rate 
of 2.6%. February 2023’s 
rate represents 56,221 
unemployed persons, a new 
record low, compared to 
58,392 in January 2023 and 
58,943 in February of 2022. 

“Once again, we’ve hit 
a record low unemploy- 
ment rate,” said Governor 
Ivey. “While it may seem 
like we break these records 
month after month,’ we 
know that even with record 
low unemployment, we 
still have a duty to provide 
good, quality jobs to every 
Alabamian who wants one.

Wage and salary employ- 
ment, totaling 2,133,500 in 
February, increased 15,900 
over the month.

On Friday, March 24, 
eight students, including 
one high school student, 
completed the first skid 
steer training course offered 
at ESCC. 

“We're proud to offer this 
training to our community,” 
ESCC Director of Work- 


force Development Leigh | 


Shiver said. “This training 
has helped these students 
develop the skills they need 
to be successful in their cur- 
rent job or in finding a great 
job.” 

The free training was 
developed through the Ala- 
bama Community College 
System’s Skills for Success 
program. Students com- 
pleted online work before 
receiving hands-on training 
March 23-24. 

Skills for Success is 
ACCS’s rapid workforce 

training — pro; that 
launched in early 2022. It 
was developed in partner- 
ship with the state’s busi- 
nesses and industries so the 
training is aligned with the 
skills employers say work- 
ers need to fill available 
jobs. 

The appeal to trainees — 
other than getting the skills 
needed for an in-demand 
job — is that Skills for Suc- 
cess training is offered at 
no cost thanks to appropria- 
tions from the Legislature 
and can usually be complet- 
ed in two to three weeks. 

A reason Skills for Suc- 
cess training can be com- 
pleted so quickly is part of 
it is offered online, with 


self-paced interactive learn- 
ing that can take place any- 
where a student can connect 
to the Internet. Upon com- 
pleting the online portion 
of the course, students then 
complete hands-on training 
with qualified instructors 
and earn an ACCS creden- 
tial that shows employers

(a) An applicant may be as- 
sessed a fee when the ap- 
plicant is approved for the 
program. The amount of the 
assessment for participation 
in the program shall be in 
addition to any court costs 
and assessments for victims 
or drug, alcohol, or anger 
management treatment re- 
quired by law, the district at- 
torney, or the court, and are 
in addition to costs of super- 
vision, treatment, and resti- 
tution for which the pretrial 
diversion admittee may be 
responsible. Pretrial diver- 
sion program fees as estab- 
lished by this subpart may 
be waived or reduced due to 
indigency or reduced abil- 
ity to pay or for other just 
cause at the discretion of 
the district attorney. The de- 
termination of indigency of 
the offender, for the purpose 
of pretrial diversion admis- 
sion, fee waiver, or reduc- 
tion, shall be made by the 
district attorney. A schedule 
of payments for any of these 
fees may be established by 
the district attorney. 

(b) The following fees 
shall be paid by applicants 
accepted into the pretrial 
diversion program: 

(1) Felony offenses: Up 
to two thousand dollars 
($2,000). 

(2) Driving Under the Influ-

(3) Misdemeanor offenses, 
excluding traffic: Up to one 
thousand dollars ($1,000). 
(4) Traffic offenses: Up to

(c) In cases where the ap- 
plicant is not indigent, as 
determined by the district 
attorney, in felony cases, 
fifty dollars ($50) of the fee, 
and in ‘misdemeanor and

(e) In cases where the 
applicant is not indigent, as 
determined by the district 
attorney, in felony cases, 
fifty dollars ($50) of the 
fee, and in misdemeanor 
and violation cases twenty- 
five dollars ($25) of the fee, 
for each applicant accepted 
into the pretrial diversion 
program, shall be allocated 


to the arresting or ticket- 


ing law enforcement agency 
making the case. Those fees 
may be used at the agency’s 
discretion to support its 
operations. These uses may 
include, but are not limited 
to, hiring employees, buy- 
ing needed equipment and 
supplies, providing training 
opportunities, or any other 
lawful purpose. 

(f) Except as herein specifi- 
cally allocated, the district 
attorney may use fees col- 
lected by the pretrial diver- 
sion program to fund the 
pretrial diversion program; 
for the prosecution of state 
criminal cases; to help sup- 
port local and state law en- 
forcement and coroners; for 
education programs which 
relate to the prosecution 
of, detection of, or preven- 
tion of crime; or, to benefit 
any agency or department 
of state, city, or county gov- 
ernment which assists lo- 
cal law enforcement. This 
support shall be provided 
to help employ more pros- 
ecutors, law enforcement 
officers, investigators, or 
staff, buy needed equipment 
or supplies, provide train- 
ing opportunities, or for any 
other prosecutorial or law 
enforcement purpose. 

(g) Except for court costs, 
which are payable by the

Narcan nasal spray approved for nonprescription use 


The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) has 
approved the Narcan®4 
mg nasal spray medication 
for over-the-counter non- 
prescription use. Narcan 
is designed to help reverse 
the effects of an opi- 
oid overdose in minutes. 
Narcan nasal spray is first 
naloxone product approved 
for use without a pre- 
scription. In the next few 
months, Narcan can be 
sold directly to consumers 
in locations such as drug 
stores, convenience stores, 
grocery stores and gas sta- 
tions, as well as online. 
In addition to Narcan, nal- 
oxone is available in an 
injectable form and in other 
doses. The other formula- 
tions and dosages of nalox- 
one will remain available by 
prescription only. Therefore, 
the standing order by State 
Health Officer Dr. Scott 
Harris will remain in place 
for naloxone and does not 
expire. 

The standing order allows 


pharmacists to dispense 
naloxone formulations and 
dosages that: are prescrip- 
tion only. Medicaid patients 
can access naloxone through 
prescription. 

“The Alabama Pharmacy 
Association applauds the 
FDA's decision to make this 
life-saving drug available 
without a prescription to 
anyone who needs it,” said 
Louise Jones, APA chief 
executive officer. “Only the 
Narcan 4 mg nasal spray 
version has been approved 
for over-the-counter (OTC) 
use. The Alabama current 
statewide standing order 
issued by the state health 


officer will remain in place | 


as the injectable version 
will still require a prescrip- 
tion. It should be noted that 
Alabama Medicaid recipi- 
ents have coverage for the 
nasal spray, but Medicaid 
requires a prescription for 
OTC products. APA, in col- 
laboration with the Alabama 
Department of Public Health 


worked to maintain access 


-for our state’s most vulner- 


able population.” 

Jones added, “Pharmacists 
and pharmacy practices 
across Alabama who have 
participated in the Naloxone 
Statewide Standing Order 
have been, and will continue 
to be, instrumental in help- 
ing patients get access to 
naloxone, and other support- 
ive therapies to help reduce 
the risk of an opioid-related 
overdose. Pharmacies are 
highly accessible, critical 
access points that allow 
patients, caregivers, and 
families to connect with 
their trusted pharmacist to 
learn more about naloxone 
and the risk associated with 
opioid medications.”

lection of flags the has accumulated over the years, and 
each one has a very interesting story behind its adoption 
and when it was flown. The flag shown in the photo is 
the first “Navy Jack Flag” (1775) and was the naval jack 
of the United States from 1975 to 1976 and again from 
2002 to 2019. It was authorized by the U.S. Navy and 
was flown from the jackstaff of commissioned vessels 


_ of the U.S. Navy while moored pierside or at anchor. Its 


design consists of a rattlesnake, superimposed across 13 
horizontal alternating red and white stripes with the motto 
“Don’t Tread on Me.” Some of the other flags shown and 
origins explained included the “Benning/Fillimore Flag” 
(1776), “Flag of the United States” (1777) with 13 stripes 


and 13 white stars in a blue field; 


“Bonnie Blue Flag” 


(1810) Republic of West Florida; “Star Spangled Banner” 
(1814) with 15 stripes and 15 stars; “23 Star Flag” (1820), 


which includes'Alabama; “Stars and Bars” (1861) flag of 


the Confederacy; and the current flag with 50 stars 1959 


Regent Jacque Hawkins.
